W hile there he met a brother 
shorn he had not seen -inc- childhood. 
‘'or many years the brother had been a 
ma captain. 
He had 
traveled widely, 
>een successful and acquired quite a 
ortune. 
H e had married, and a t the 
ime of Mr. Hoop'a visit was living with 
is wife and a 3-months old baby girl in 
ne of th e su b u rb s of New York city. 
A bout two m onths after his retu rn 
orne Mr. Hoop received word th a t his 
Tother h ad been accidentally killed on 
board a ship. 
He wrote at once to the 
Tidow, b u t received no reply. 
She and 
he little girl had disappeared. H e tried 
repeatedly to learn their whereabouts, 
ut w itho ut success, and for fourteen 
"ears heard nothing of them. 
T hen cam e the strange sequence to his 
*isit to New York of many years before, 
jarly last m onth he received a letter 
rom C arthagena, Spain, w ritten by a 
prisoner confined in the m ilitary castle 
of th a t city. T he letter was d a te d a few 
days before C hristm as ami was penned 
in excellent English, though the phrase­ 
ology told th e handiwork of a foreigner. 
The w riter stated th at for several years 
before his confinement in the Spanish 
prison he had been an officer in the 
Spanish arm y and secretary to G eneral 
Weyler. 
I luring this time he had met 
and m arried the widow of Mr. Koop’s 
b rother and had adopted the child. 
W hen the Spanish American clash in 
C uba became piobable, he accompanied 
his chief to the W est Indies, leaving his 
wife in Spain. 
He had not been long in 
the island before his sym pathies turned 
tow ard the Cubans, lighting th e ir bitter 
light for independence. 
T he a ttitu d e 
of his governm ent, and especially the 
excessive cruelties of Gen. W eyler to­ 
ward the helpless, half starv ed natives 
of th e island, estranged him gradually 
from his native country and when actual 
w arfare commenced he threw himself 
heart and soul into the C u ban cause. 
Before leaving Spain, as a precaution 
against 
contingencies, he h ad with 
draw n his wife's fortune, left her by her 
first husband, together with his private 
fortune, from the Spanish 
banks and 
had deposited the same in the Bank of 
E ngland fox safe keeping. 
T he prisoner 
stayed with the C ubans th ro u g h o u t the 
conflict, aiding them in every way pos­ 
sible. 
A fter the war he dared not ro- 
turv to Spain. 
He had come into prom 
inence during the conttiet and well 
knew the fate th a t awaited him 
if he 
return ed . 
So he settled in 
England. 
He com m enced at once to m ake prepara­ 
tions to bring his wife and little girl to 
th a t country. 
When all was apparently 
arran ged for the future, he suddenly got 
a m essage statin g th a t his w ife was very 
sick and not expected to live. 
A gainst the advice of friends in Spain 
who knew* of his w hereabouts, and others 
in his adopted country, he resolved to 
go an d see her. 
Disguised and secretly 
he left England and went directly to his 
native town. 
He soon learned th a t he 
had taken all the risk for nothing. 
His 
wife had died shortly before and there 
was nothing left but to return. 
Fie re 
solved to take the girl w ith him and go 
back to England wber© th eir money was 
deposited, and where they could live in 
safety. 
T h e n the blow fell. 
T he m ilitary au 
thoriti©- had been appro-*! of his re­ 
tu rn to S p am and were on the watch. 
J u s t as he was about to d ep art he was 
c a p tu re d and thrown into the local pri­ 
on. 
A c o urt martial was convened and 
th e m an was put through 
a 
hurried 
trial on th e charge of high treason, 
He 
was convicted an d sentenced to 18 years 
im prisonm ent in the castle of ('a rth a 
gana. an an* lent city on 
the 
,t.v rn 
oast of Spam. The little girl wa- taken 
in charge by the auth o rities and placed 
in a convent in the name city. 
The- prisoner stated that he and his 
wife had talked the m atter over fully 
several times, and it had been agreed 
that in the event of anything happening 
to *’ 
that might remail in 
the girl * 
b e l e f t without protection 
that her 
father* relative* should care for her- 


The m other knew of but one relative, J 
If. Hoop, who had visited them in New 
York many years before. 
T he prisoner 
had heard her speak of Brainerd as Mr, 
Hoop s home, and he wrote to ask if Mr. 
Roop would take the girl, now 14 years 
of age, and care for her during her mi 
nority. 
The w riter requested un im m e­ 
diate answ er, sta tin g th a t he w as suffer 
ing with a fatal disease and m ight not 
live to get his reply. 
Mr. Hoop answered at once, and has 
just received a second letter, this time 
from the head of the convent at ( ’artha 
gens, 
It stated th a t the pri-oner died 
Feb. *2. a few days after the receipt of 
the letter from America. 
J u s t before 
his death he m ade a will, by the term s 
of which Mr. Hoop is to act as guardian 
of the girl until she becomes of age. 
One fourth of the entire fortune in the 
Bank o f E ngland is to go to Mr. Hoop 
personally, th e oth er three fourths to be 
invested ami the proceeds used for his 
ward's support. 
T he letter concluded 
by saying th a t a priest would leave soon 
and accompany th e gill to her future 
home in Brainerd. 
The fortune is esti 
mated a t CMU,OCX), 
A nother letter has been received 
by 
Mr. Hoop sa tin g that a priest h a s s t a r t 
od for America w ith the youg girl. 
Mr. Hoop, seen today by a represcnta 
live of T he Dispatch, seemed very 
in 
dignant over the above story w hich is 
verbatim as it appeared in the St. Baul 
Dispatch, b u t his attorneys in this city 
verify the statements made and claim 
that they are all true.
